The Examiner indicates: 

Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive (i.e., no reasonable motivation to combine Yoon et al. 
and Chia et al. see pages 2-4 of applicant's remark) and, therefore, the finality of 
that action is withdrawn. 
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Chia et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 5,744,084) shows in e.g., Fig. 1 a projection (the upper 
layer of the element 120; column 4, line 53) on a dam (the bottom layer of the 
element 120) and the projection or the dam including a plurality of adjacent, 
mutually adhered regions comprising the same material as the dam (see Fig. 1 and 
column 4, lines 60-63). However, there is no reasonable suggestion or motivation 
to combine Chia et al. and Yoon et al. as set forth in claims 1 and 22. 

Applicants concur with the reasons as stated by the Examiner insofar as they comprise a 
summary, and are exemplary and not limiting. However, the independent claims as allowed 
include other and different language than that specified by the Examiner, and the allowed 
dependent claims include other and further features and elements. Accordingly, the scope of the 
claims must be determined from the literal language of each as a whole, as well as equivalents 


thereof. 
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
